Requires School Books to Be of 
Uniform Series. 

State Superintendent Fuqua, in a 
circular letter addressed to County 
School Superintendents of Ken 
tucky, calls their attention to a 
judgment of the MaBon Circuit 
Court for $10,000 against the Amer- 
ican Book Company, being the full 
amount of its bond to counties un 
der the old system, and notifies 
them that it's necessary, the com 
pany refusing to renew this bond, 
that all counties having such con- 
tracts shall cancel them, and at 
once substitute the books of the 
State uniform series. The letter, 
which is of wide interest, is, in full, 
as follows : 

"The Court of Appeals having 
affirmed a decision of the Mason 
county Circuit Court against th< 
American Book Company, by which 
Mason county got a judgment foi 
$10,000. the full amount of laid 
ipany's bond, under and by au- 
rity of which said American 
■k Cespssy secured the m 
tion of certain text books for use in 
the various counties of this Stale, 
under the former county adoption 
aw, sections 00 and 61 of the old 
school book law, the same beinj 
sections 4,423 and 4,424 of tht 
Kentucky Statutes, and as sale 
American Book Company refusei 
to execute a new bond for the con 
tinuance of said county adoptioni 
of its text honks, now under con 
tract in certain counties (unex 
pired county adoptions), you are 
hereby notified that it will be un 
ful for the common schools o 
nmonwealth to continue using 
;o permit to be used, any of th< 
text books published by the said 
American Book Company on any 
such county adoption contracts, as 
all such county adoptions nre for- 
feited by said company by its re- 
fusal to execute a new bond for the 
continuance of such county adop 
tions, the provisions of the law rel- 
ative to such county adoptions be- 
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Board thereof 
have been adopted. — [Kentucky 
Statutes, Section 4,424 ' 

•'It will therefore be required of 
all counties baying such contract 
for text books published by the 
American Book Company to die 
continue their use from and after 
this date and substite for such 
books the corresponding books of 
the State uniform aeries. The pen- 
alties for using other books than 
the State series, except such as arc 
under legal contract, and upon the 
County School Book Commission 
and teachers, the former being li- 
able to a fine of from $100 to $500 
and the latter (teacher) cannot 
draw salary while using other books 
than those under legal State or 
county contract. This applies only 
to the publications of the American 
Book Company at present. Other 
suits are pending against other 
companies and you will be advised 
on the conclusion of these. The 
Court of Appeals holds that only 
one recovery can be made against 
any one company, and such recov 
ery shall be for the full amount of 
the bond. Mason county has been 
awarded the amount of the Amer- 
ican Book Company's bond and 
other suits against it will be use-

Cutting Potatoes for Seed. 

In cutting seed potatoes take the 
potato in the left hand with the 
stem end toward you. If it is large, 
cut off a good-sized piece with two 
or three eyes. Revolve the potato 
to the right and keep cutting off 
about the same size pieces, finish 
ing the potato by splitting the seed 
end. Cut potatoes as you want to 
them, and after they are cut, 
never expose to the sun or air tc 
dry out. 

If you can not use them immedi 
ately, pour out on damp ground in 
the shade of trees or building, and 
ir with a blanket. Seed the least 
bit dry comes up slower, blight* 
easily, and vields lighter, just in 
proportion as it is dried out.

JAP PROGRESS A MIRACLE. 

Ocuat Okuma Talla of Awakening of 
i Island from Lethargy of 50 
Years Ago. 

j Count Okuma, in a brief article 
the Monthly Review, points out 
the miracle of Japanese progress. 
Fifty yearB ago Japan "was awak- 
ened from the dream of two cen- 
turies and a half and her door 
turned slowly on Us rusty hinges." 
St. Francis Xavier preached the 
Christian religion in the land of 
the rising sun as far back as 1552, 
and it Is said be made a million 
converts. Then came Portuguese 
missionaries, who, the writer says, 
were more intent upon plotting 
against the independence of the 
country than in the spread of their 
religion. But for this, the count 
lays, Japan would have been a 
Christian country. When the 
United States sent Commodore 
Matthew Calbraith Perry to Japan 
60 years ago that officer, Count 
Okuma says, "by his friendly ac- 
tion, showed us that every nation 
waB not like the Portuguese in- 
triguers. When we came to real- 
be that in a state of isolation no 
civilized existence is possible we 
at once opened our doors to the 
outside world and were admitted 
Into the comity of nations." In 
the short time which has inter- 
vened since Perry's visit to Japan, 
which had been for 25 centuries a 
hermit nation, with no other civil 
ination or religion than that which 
It had received Becond hand from 
China, through Korea, has now 
become the envy and object of ad- 
miration of all Asiatic countries 
Md of some or tbose of Europe. 
This rapid advance in the arts and 
appliances of civilization has 
scarcely a parallel in the world's 
history. In less than half a cen- 
tury Japan has thrown off the me- 
dieval feudalism which it had for 
Its local basis, has abandoned its 
excluslveness and has adopted the 
civilization of the most enlight- 
ened nations, n*Ul iu the am, In 
manufacturing skill and in meth- 
ods, machinery and the appliances 
of industry it has little more to 
learn form any nation. This, as 
Count Okuma Justly remarks, "is 
one of the most perplexing prob- 
lems In the history of the world."
